“If the railroads were only per- 
mitted to do their work in confi- 
dence that they could ahead 
in a businesslike way wi t new 
and unknown legislation intended 
to change the basis for their doing 
business, that condition of confi- 
dence would probably be the 
greatest ald to the continuance of 
prosperity. 

ROADS HANDICAPPED 

“Every man of business knows 
that if the rules under which he 
does business are subject to 
change or threat of change, he 
seeks ‘safety first" by taking no 
chances. Yet the rallroads are ex- 
pected to go forward and find the 
money at the very time they are

“The fact is that the owners 


land managements of the railroads 


have confidence in the sound com- 
mon sense of the people of this 
country and believe the people at 
large desire the railroads to have 
such treatment and to make such 
earnings as will enable them to 
continue to improve and expand 
their properties for transportation 
purposes. 

“History is merely repeating it- 
self. Prosperity arrives whenever 
the rallroads and the people work 
together in the activities of busi- 
ness. The railroads and the peo- 
ple using them have shown a fine 
spirit of co-operation during 1923 
which has been helpful to all.
